WHILE  Western  iye*  are  fixed  on 
Europe.  evcnU  in  China  go  from  bad 
U)  worse.  Conditloni  In  Shanghai, 
fifth  city  of  the  world  In  point  of  size  and 
key  metropolis  of  the  Orient,  are  now  said 
to  be  chaotic.  It  Is  apparent  that  Commun- 
ist armies  ran  enter  this  great  seaport  any 
Uzne  they  want!  Elsewhere  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment forces  are  steadily  disintegrating 
In  face  of  Communist  pressure.  It  seems  only 
a matter  of  time  until  all  China  is  overrun. 

Preoccupation  with  the  European  scene, 
particularly  with  Germany,  has  not  ob- 
scured the  criteria  of  what  Is  happening  In 
the  Orient.  Rather  do  events  Illuminate  the 
limitations  of  Western  re.sources.  As  was  the 
case  during  the  war,  prior  attention  must  be 
given  to  Europe  at  the  expense  of  Fpir  East- 
ern areas.  A Marshall  plan  for  the"  East  is 
not  feasible,  nor  would  a Pacific  Pact  dupli- 


cate the  significance  of  the  Atlantic  Pact. 
Mearrtlme  at  any  rale  China  must  play  Its 
lone  hand.  What  the  final  outcome  will  be 
Is  In  the  lap  of  th^  gods. 

Beyond  dispute  Is  that  one  of  the  "Big 
Five"  of  the  United  Nations  Is  falling  like  a 
plum  Into  Communistic  hands.  In  Europe 
the  Western  powers  have  managed  to  con- 
fine Soviet  expansion  to  certain  boundaries 
TemporarUy  at  least  they  have  gained  the 
upper  hand  in  the  so-called  cold  war.  It  is 
a much  ditferent  story  In  the  Far  East, 
where  Communist  aggression  is  meeting 
with  sing^ilor  success.  Complete  control  of 
China  by  Communist  armies  would  alter 
the’ whole  delicate  bcUance  of  the  Orient, 
with  the  certainty  that  sooner  br  later  the 
repercussions  would  directly  affect  the 
Western  world. 


7iv  ^ot  Prompt  Income  Tax  Refunds? 


According  to  an  Ottawa  press  dis- 
patch dissolution  of  Parliament  will 
postpone  payment  of  Income  tax  re- 
funds to  those  entitled  to  them  by  virtue  of 
future  exemption  from  this  levy.  It  is  dlffi- 
oult  to  see  why  this  should  be  so.  When 
Finance  Minister  Abbott  lopped  off  750.000 
taxpayers  from  the  rolls  he  stated  that  re- 
bates for  tax  portions  already  paid  in  1949 
would  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  after 
April  1.  the  date  when  the  revised  structure 
became  effective.  ^ 

Dissolution  undoubtedly,  has  interrupted 
the  affairs  of  state,  leaving  some  things  un- 
finished. Other  budget  provisions  are  in 
effect,  however,  and  will  remain  so  until 
or  unless  chiuiged  by  a new  Parliament. 


Another  administration  might  Lake  over  the 
reins  of  office.  Any  new  government,  how- 
ever, would  be  most  unlikely  to  interfere 
with  the  easement  granted  to  that  large 
section  of  the  public  in  the  lower  Income 
bracket. 

In  any  case  the  Revenue  Department 
has  already  implemented  one  part  of  the 
income  tax  revision.  Payroll  deductions  on 
the  new  reduced  scale  are  now  being  made 
from  'f>ersons  still  liable  for  income  tax. 
Those  freed  from  the  onus  of  paying  this 
tax  will  therefore  wonder  why  the  refunds 
due  to  them  cannot  be  made  as  promised. 
The  same  governing  authority  affects  both 
classes  of  citizen. 


Tourists  Have  a Ripht  to  Exjwct  Good  Value 


From  coast  to  coast  Canadians  havihg 
any  connection  with  the  tourist  in- 
dxistry — and  directly  or  indirectly  al- 
most everybody  has-^re  being  asked  this 
week  to  give  earnest  thought  to  what  the 
trade  iftcans  to  the  country  and  the  com- 
munity. National  Tourist  Service  Week, 
which  opened  y«.sterday  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Tourist 
and  Publicity  Bureaus,  comes  none  too 
•arly  in  British  Columbia,  for  already 
tourists  have  begun  to  move  north  across 
the  border. 

It  is  significant  that  those  actively  asso- 
ciated with  the  observance  of  Toarlst  Serv- 
ice Week  are  placing  more  and  m^re 
emphasis  on  the  urgent  need  to  get  riff  of 
the  "grab-lhe-dollar"  mentality  towards 
travel  service  and  to  pay  more  attention  to 
the  practice  of  genuine  courtesy  and 


friendliness;  to  giving  a dollar's  value  for 
every  dollar  the  tourist  spends. 

Vancouver  Island  has  done  well  out  of  the 
tourist  trade,  probably  a good  deal  better 
than  most  resort  areas.  In  large  measure 
that  Is  because  the  Island  has  unusual 
natural  advantages  in  climate,  scenery  and 
outdoor  sports  facilities;  but  neither  it  nor 
any^ther  locality  attractive  to  visitors  can 
hope  to  hold  Its  position  uniesk  it  can  make 
the  tourist  feel  he  is  getting  his  money's 
w^rth.  That  does  not  mean  that  visitors 
should  be  greeted  with  unctuous  fawning; 
merely  that  they  should  be  treated  cour- 
teously and  helpfully,  given  Ihelr  choice  of 
c^ean,  comfortable  accomodation  and  good 
meals  at  reasonable  prices. 

Tourist  Service  Week  is  a time  for  those 
in  the  business  to  examine  what  they  have 
to  offer  and  make  good  any  deficiencies.

Genius  has  been  defined  as  an 
infinitive  sapaclty  for  taking 
pains.  That's  a bit  misleading,  for 
there's  many  a conscientious  person 
who  Is  by  no  means  a genius,  but  It 
contains  a germ  of  truth. 

It  takes  more  than  sudden  inspira- 
UoD  eomblned  with  hurried  persptra- 
Ooa  to  reach  the  heights. 

Of  course  true  genius  flowers  beyond 
the  wit  of  ordinary  man.  and  might 
accomplish  In  ten  minutes  ivhai  a 
slowpoke  takes  two  hours  to  do.  But 
there's  often  a long  apprenticeship 
back 'Of  unusual  virtuosity. 

I have  In  mind  at  the  moiobnt 
Winston  ChurehUl.  You  may  or  may 
not  consider  him  a genius  but  youU 
agree  he's  an  extraordinary  fellow. 
The  Winnipeg  Tribune  has  been  exam- 
ining his  speaking  technique. 

Prom  all  I've  read  1 should  Judge 
ChufchlU  has  been  a great  talker  ever 
since  he  was  a schoolboy.  He's  never 
been  backward  about  expressing  his 
views,  which  on  the  whole  1 should 
say  has  been  rather  a good  thing  for 
the  world.  It's-his  formal  orations  the 
Manitoba  paper  deals  with, 'however. 

The  merit  of  a Churchill  speech.  It 
stems  to  me.  rests  mainly  In  the  fact 
that  It  reads  in  print  as  well  -m  it 
sounds  wheh  delivered.  Botoctlmes  1 
think  the  reading  is  better.  There 
were  occasions  during  the  war.  I .re- 
member, such  as  when  be  was  ad- 
dressing the  House  of  Commons.,  in 
Ottawa,  when  It  seemed  as  though  he 
were  searching  for  the  right  word;  not 
stumbling  but  a Uttle  hesitant. 

NOT  A SPELLBINDER 


k That's  maybe  a strange  impression 
to  receive  about  the  man  who  is  uni- 
versally acclaimed  as  the  greatest 
orator  of  the  English  speaking  world. 
But  hla  pauses  would  be  designed. 

As  an  Impromptu  speaker  Churchill 
can  pour  out  words  fluently  and  with 
abandon  at  the  drop  of  the  hat,  but  as 
a public  orator  he  never  strikes  me  as 
a spellbinder.  That  U,  In  the  sense  of 
sheer,  eloquence.  I've  heard  other 
speakeeg  who  seemed  to  spill  out  words 
with  far  more  ease  and  facility,  but 
theae  were  an  Illusion  Read  in  cold 
print  they  belied  their  seeming  virtue. 

Nowadays,  of  course,  public  mea. 
don’t  make  im portent  addrehses  off 
the  cuff.  They  read  them  from  a 
manuscript.  Sometimes  other  people 
prepare  the  manuscripts,  although  not 
ChurehlU's,  for  the  very  good  reason 
that  no  one  oould  prepare  hik  •speech 
so  well  as  bt  can  himself. 

OhurehiU  apparently  d<^s  not  use  a 
full  script,  but  he  does  u*  full  notea, 
and  they  betray  the  carjciui  prepara- 
tion that  precedes  his  formal  ad- 
dresses. Hr  doesnt  trust  to  chanca, 
even  with  a lifetime  of  onMon  behind 
him. 

He  niver  has.  As  a young  man  he 
practiced  his  parliamentary  speechee 
over  and  over  again  before  delivering 
them  ■ his  bedroom  walls  were  his 
audience.  He  never  entirely  dropped 
the  habit.  It  is  long  and  studled  prac- 
Ucc  that  gives  his  utterances  their 
classic  form.

CLEVELAND.— Atomic  scientists  are 
looting  their  laotopes  In  the  in- 
terest of  the  American  farmer,  the  city 
consumer  of  food,  and  a peaceful,  well- 
fed  world.  David  LUlenthai,  chairman 
of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  la 
authority  for  tha  report  that  those 
who  split  the  atom  and  harness  its 
power  for  civilian  purposes  are  work- 
vitg  hsAd-in-haxid  with  agrlcollure. 

"Dire  prophesies  that  world-wide 
starvation  will  result  because  the 
earth's  population  is  Increasing  fakur 
than  the  rate  of  food  production," 
^ilenlhal  writes  In  the  May  issue  of 
mccesifui  Panning,  "are  defeatist 
thinking  unworthy  of  the  spirit  of 
America.  Our  approach  to  the  future 
has  always  been,  and  stlU  is,  that  with 
patience,  effort  and  Jmowledge,  we 
can  use  our  environment  to  produce 
greater  abundance  for  all." 

However,  LUlenibal  cautions  that,  to 
date,  the  atomic  researchers  have 
brought  forth  nothing  much  to  crow 
about.  This  is  not  a surprising  devel- ' 
opment  considering  that  atomic  re- 
search along  agricultural  lines  le 
scarcely  fqpr  years  old. 

About  the  only  concrete  accomplish- 
ment of  atomic  research  in  the  field 
of  agriculture  has  come  In  the  use  qf 
fecUlUer.  Ordinary  phosphorus  has 
been  made  radioactive  through  treats* 
meut  In  atomic  furnaces,  and  experl- 
menu  In  the  use  of  the  stuff  have 
been  carried  on  for  the  past  two  yeais 
at  experimental  stations  In  10  statee. 
'The  resulU  have  been  moae  educa- 
tional than  startling. 

It  seems  that  the  atomically  treated 
phoaphorua  retains  all  iSi  natural 
qualiUaa  pJuPthe  added  ability  to  emit 
^ radiations.  A Oglger  counter  Is  placed 
near  the  plant  and  the  course  of  the 
radio-phosphorus  is  traced  as  U le 
drawn  by  the  plant  from  the  soil  and 
passed  along  through  the  pla^t  A . 
study  of  the  action  has  given  some 
very  deflnlte  information  on  what 
happens  to  fertilizer  after  It  is  placed 
In  the  ground.  As  a'  result,  bulletins 
will  shortly  be  coming  from  the  exper- 
imental sUUons  recommending  loca- 
tion of  ferttllzec  in  respect  to  the  seed 
Study  of  theae  "tracer"  radlo-pros- 
phorui  biu  has  shown  that  a high 
proportion  of  phosphorus  is  aneorbed 


by  eorn,  cotton,  soybeans,  alfalfa  and 
ladlno  clover  in  the  early  growing 
period  whan  weather  and  moistures 
are  favorable  After  that  only  a rela- 
tively small  amount  is  absorbed,  the 
rest  combines  with  other  elemente  and 
remains  In  the  soU^U>  the  benefit  of 
other  trope  in  the  rotation.

During  the  IMS  grawlng  seasoo,  " 
UUcnthal  says,  "the  attack  upon  the 
riddlas  of  farm  science  wUl  proceed  m 
widening  range.  One  group  of  re- 
searchers will  begin  a test  on  whether 
heredity  of  plants  and  animals  can  be 
modified  by  the  power  of  atomic  radia- 
tion. We  are  hoping  that  the  atom 
wUl  point  the  way  to  bigger  crops  and 
better,  healthier  livestock,  both  more 
resistant  to  disease." 

Aside  from  the  positive  progrese 
made  through  the  "tracer  ” radioetopes. 
atomic  research  has  contributed  prog- 
ress on  the  negative  side.  It  was  Just 
about  two  years  ago  that  the  farm 
world  was  startled  by  stories  coming 
out  of  atomlc-bombed  Nagasaki’  re- 
porting unusual  plant  growth.  A Jap- 
smese  vegetable  gardener  plying  his 
trade  upon  land  once  occupied  by  city 
buildings  reported  amating  growth 
and  yield  In  plants  within  the  mile 
radius  of  the  centre  of  the  blast. 

When  the  experts  completed  sifting 
and  analy^g  the  evidence  they  re- 
ported the  extraordinary  growth  was 
due  to  planting  ground  long  uncropped 
and  heavily  fertilised  by  debris  from 
the  crumbled  buildings,  particularly 
limestone  and  potash  enrichment. 
The  Idea  that  we  explode  atomic 
bombs  over  our  fields  before  planting 
Ume  was  out  of  the  window. 

’The  Nagasaki  research  did  develop 
an  Interesting  Item.  Tomato  and  po- 
tato plants  grown  In  th^  atom-seared 
area  were  found  free  of  aphids  and 
leaf  hoppers — a discovery  of  not  suffi- 
cient importance  to  warrant  setting  off 
the  bomba  over  here 

UUenthal.  in  his  article,  admits  that 
atomic  research  4n  agricultural  fields 
is  pretty  muCh  In  the  swadefUng  cloth 
stage.  ’’But.”  he  says  in  conclusion, 
"atomic  energy  Is  the  most  powerful 
force  known  to  man— it  is  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  retulU  from  U will 
come  faster  than  ever  before."

ohufch  irnups.  home  and  school  aiao- 
elaUnns,  community  leagues  and 
youth  groups,  have  taken  the  krlse 
course  In  the  fight  against  "crime 
comics."  They  ask.  it  is  true,  for  Do- 
minion censorship  of  the  so-csjled 
comic  magmsines  and  books,  but,  more 
Un^rtant.  thvy  realise  that  better 
feeding  matter  should  be  made  avail- 
able to  the  children. 

The  emphasis  placed  by  them  on  a 
promotional  program  for  better  Juve- 
nile literature  is  laudable.  *They  feci 
that  public  and  school  libraries  should 
be  more  amply  stocked  vrlth  a greater 
number  and  variety  of  children's 
bonks  and  magaxines.  This  would 
help,  but  the  demand  for  better  Juve- 
nile literature  must  also  be  aroused. 

Children,  like  grown-ups.  too  often 
art  drawn  to  reading  matter  that  is 
denounced— in  their  ease,  perhape  by 


parents  or  teachers  ’Hie  taste  for 
good  reading,  and  wt  do  not  mean 
ths  namby-pamby  goody-goody  kind, 
must  be  cultivated  early.  That  can 
be  done  only  In  the  home  and  In  tke 
elementary  school,  and  It  can  be  done 
best  by  putting  good  stories  in  the 
children's  hands,  rather  than  by  say- 
ing "don't  read  trash  " 

Let  there  be  a demand  for  this  bet- 
ter elaas  of  Juvenile  literature,  and 
writers  and  publishers  will  be  eager 
to  supply  It  Even  the  firms  that  now 
make  millions  out  of  "crime  comics" 
wlU  soon  publish  better  picture  and 
adventure  magazines  If  the  demand 
for  them  U strong. 

This  is  a problem,  like  many  others, 
that  can  be  really  solved  only  by  the 
Individual  — the  parent  and  the 
teacher. Mt  will  be  but  half-solved  at 
best  If  the  doing  of  It  is  left  to  some- 
one else  — to  Pederal.  provincial  and 
municipal  govemmentj.
